Russell 
Tree slender grower, young and prolific bearer. Nut 
large, very thin shelled, cracks easily. Flavor, good.

The trees, under proper care, bear in six or seven years, 
and each year produce a larger crop. They are easily grown, 
easily handled, and are free from risk of spoiling and very 
profitable. There is no danger of overproduction, as the 
demand far exceeds the supply. 

Great industries have great centers, and we find Monti- 
cello headquarters for the pecan nursery business. There are 
reasons for this: Trees can be grown more cheaply and ofa 
better grade at Monticello than in many other places. Other 
sections require three years from time of planting seed before 
trees are salable. We grow them in two years, at the same 
time producing a more sturdy tree and one that is worth more
